Vandenberg economic 
impact on area totals 
$73 million for 1970 


Vandenberg Air Force Base contributed more than $73 million 
dollars to the economy of the area during 1970, a special brief 
statistical impact report revealed today. 
The information was contained in a two-page release to Chambers of 
Commerce of Lompoc and Santa Maria in place of the annual 
Economic Impact Report prepared each year in detail. It was deemed 
too costly to produce this year, a spokesman stated. 
Comparisons to the previous year were difficult to make from the 
brief economic information released yesterday. 
However, in the full 1969 Economic Impact Report of last year, it 
was shown that total monthly expenditures of Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, off base, were $8,484,826 per month. 
A breakdown of the economic impact data for 1970 shows salary and 
wages of military personnel at $45,236,600; civil service, $16,438,195 
and non-appropriated funds of $1,896,000. Expenditures for goods and 
services within Santa Barbara County totalled $6,535,296 from 
appropriated and non-appropriated funds. Federal aid to schools from 
Public Law 815 and or 874 totalled $2,950,078 with Lompoc receiving 
$2,515,209. 
A decrease in personnel in all categories was noted in the brief 1970 
report as compared to the 1969 Economic Impact Report. 
Military personnel are estimated now at 6,000 as compared to 7,523 
in the 1969 report; civil service estimated at 2,000 as compared to 2,169 
and contractors estimated at 5,000 as compared to 5,556. 
Major construction on base in progress totals $5,777.1 million and 
the cost of military construction programs completed is $353 million. 
According to thè 1970 report, Vandenberg’s land area is 101,286 acres 
with 2,105 
base family housing units. 
Vandenberg consumes 
1.635.429.000 gallons of water; uses 164,354,000 kilowats of power and 
931.186.000 cubic feet of gas. 
The base has launched 1,046 missiles during the period of 1958-1971.

The first blast occurred about 
10:45 p.m., blowing a hole in the 
window of the drive-in teller’s cage 
of the Calwa Branch of the Bank of 
America.

Cambodian soldiers killed and 21 
wounded Friday morning just south 
of the Thai border— the worst 
government casualties in more than 
a month. It reported 16 Communists 
were killed. 
The U.S. command in Saigon said 
the Communist rockets that hit the 
American artillery outpost, Fire 
Base Charlie 2, at sundown Friday 
came from inside the DMZ. But 
Charlie 2’s commanding officer said 
this was not certain. 
Charlie 2 is four miles south of the 
DMZ and the Communist rockets 
have a range of up to eight miles. 


“I’m not sure whether the rockets 
were fired from within the DMZ or 
South Vietnam,” Lt. Col. Arnold 
Stallman, 39, of Shenandoah, Va., 
told UP1 correspondent Stewart 
Kellerman today. 
He said the rockets came from a 
ridge that starts four miles north of 
the base and runs on into the DMZ. 
“The ridge straddles the DMZ and 
it’s impossible to pinpoint the exact 
location,” Stallman said. 


He said 11 rockets hit Charlie 2 
within 10 minutes. Charlie 2 fired 
back and at first light today tanks, 
armored cars and ground patrols 
from the base, coordinating with 
bombing and straffing U.S. jets, 
attacked the ridge.

On The Right 
by W illiam Buckley 
What would 
you do? 


The 
d ram atic 
development in the case of 
Edgar Smith sheds light on 
several 
matters, 
but 
darkens others. There he is. 
in the Death House at 
Trenton, New Jersey, to 
which he was sent to die 14 
years ago. 
While there, 
others filed by his cell to the 
electric 
chair 
On 
two 
occasions, he was scheduled 
to die within 24 hours. 
Always he managed a stay 
of execution, secured either 
through a lawyer, or during 
a 
period 
when he was 
without legal counsel, by his 
own maneuverings. In the 
course of all those years he 
tried out various pleas on 
the courts. 
And 
now 
suddenly, 
brilliantly, Federal Judge 
Gibbon, 
having 
listened 
exhaustively to an account 
of what happened during the 
24 hours after Edgar Smith 
was picked up by the police, 
ruled 
in a 
meticulously 
thought out opinion, that the 
so-called 
confession 
of 
Edgar Smith, which was the 
spinal column of the case 
against 
him, 
had 
been 
illegally 
and 
immorally 
wrested from him. 
The 
judge was trying to make 
more 
than 
a 
purely 
formalistic point. It isn't 
merely that Edgar Smith 
was handled illegally. The 
Ed gar 
Sm ith 
who 
authorized the “ confession 
was simply not competent 
to speak his mind. 


Even then. Smith never 
said that he had killed the 
girl. And later, submitting 
voluntarily to truth tests, 
Smith flatly denied killing 
her. He always maintained 
his innocence of the crime. 
And 
beyond 
his 
own 
insistence, 
there 
were 
objective 
factors 
that 
buttressed his case. Those 
who despair that the wheels 
of justice grind so slowly 
(like myself), are entitled 
to do so. But we are all 
required to meditate on the 
meaning of the Smith case. 
It remains a fact that when 
a 
judge 
was 
finally 
persuaded (on orders from 
the Supreme Court) to sit 
down and listen to the 
arguments, he found that 
Smith's arguments, not the 
State's, were completely 
convincing. It required 14 
years to bring about that 
reversal. 


Now a spokesman for the 
prosecutor’s office says that 
a new trial of Edgar Smith 
would be very difficult, in 
the 
absence 
of 
the 
“ confession.” 
The 
State 
would 
need to 
rely 
on 
evidence and witnesses who 
could 
not 
— the 
State 
appears to be saying — 
stitch together a case firm 
enough to convince a jury 
that beyond a reasonable 
doubt, on the night of March 
5, 
1957, 
Edgar 
Smith 
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decided, unaccountably, to 
slaughter a 15-year-old girl. 
But pride is an addiction, 
and the State is not disposed 
to take the position that it 
made a mistake. To do so is 
tantamount 
to admitting 
that it cost a man 14 years 
of his life — a very special 
14 years, spent a dozen feet 
from the chamber in which 
he is scheduled to die. Thus 
the State desires, rather 
than merely to give up on 
the case of Edgar Smith, to 
try him again. 
And then there is Edgar 
Smith's dilemma. In the 
current issue of Esquire 
magazine, 
in 
which 
he 
conducts a self-interview. 
Smith gives the outline of it. 
That interview was written 
before 
Judge 
Gibbons 
decision: 
indeed, 
before 
Judge 
Gibbon 
held 
the 
crucial hearing that led to 
the interview. In it Edgar 
Smith reasons in effect that 
his 
life 
is 
forever 
stigmatized. 
Only 
one 
development 
could completely alter his 
circumstances. 
That, 
of 
course, is the confession of 
the 
actual 
killer. 
Such 
things do happen, but they 
happen infrequently. Absent 
that and — Edgar Smith 
reasons — there are those 
who will believe always that 
he was guilty, no matter 
what a court or jury finds. 
Even as there will be those 
who 
will 
believe 
him 
innocent, no matter what a 
court or a jury finds. 
That being the case, is he 
better off bargaining with 
the State? Better off, in 
preference to undergoing 
the ordeal of another year 
or two of defending Judge 
Gibbon's opinion against the 
State's appeal, followed by 
preparation 
for a 
trial, 
followed by the trial itself? 
Better off 
saying, 
even 
though it isn't so, that he 
killed 
the 
girl, 
under 
extenuating circumstances 
— so as to spare himself the 
alternative burdens? 
At 
this 
point 
it 
is 
understandable 
if 
Smith 
wants only to be let out of 
Trenton State Penitentiary. 
It is easy for his supporters 
to egg him on to insist on the 
new trial, and the formal 
exoneration. But it is he who 
has to spend the additional 
months and months in his 
eight-bv-eight 
cell.

Younger in report 
on Isla Vista riot

“ We strongly suspect that

it.

say 
unfortunately because I do 
not 
want 
anyone 
who 
violates the law —be he a 
policeman or otherwise —to 
avoid 
successful 
prosecution.” 
Younger said his report is 
being sent to Santa Barbara 


// 


County District Attorney 
David D. Miner “ for any 
action he may wish to 
take.” 
Younger’s decision that 
the evidence is insufficient 
for 
prosecution 
is 
not 
binding on Miner nor the 
county grand jury. 
The Justice Department 
and a Los Angeles Federal 
Grand 
Jury 
also 
is 
investigating activities by 
police and deputy sheriffs 
during the 1970 riots. The 
disorders near the Santa 
Barbara 
campus of 
the 
University 
at 
California 
resulted 
in 
hundreds of 
arrests, the burning of a 
Bank of America branch 
bank and the accidental 
fatal shooting of student, 
Kevin Moran. 
Younger 
said 
certain 
witnesses refused to talk to

announced today that fire 
season restrictions are now 
in effect on the 2,000,000 
acre Los Padres National 
Forest. 
A warming trend on the 
Forest has resulted in some 
areas reaching very high 
and extreme fire danger 
much earlier than normal. 
Fire detection, prevention 
and suppression forces have 
been activated throughout 
the Forest. 
The Supervisor has urged 
that 
all 
Forest 
users 
exercise extreme caution in 
their use of fire during their 
trips 
to 
the 
Forest. 
“ Special care must be taken 
in the use of all types of 
ignition sources, whether 
they be cigarettes, matches, 
campfires 
or 
vehicle 
exhaust systems. 
Present 
indications 
are 
that 
we 
might be facing another 
critical 
fire 
season, 
especially if we experience 
the same late summer and 
fall Santa Ana winds that 
produced 
last 
year’s 
holocaust 
in 
Southern 
California 
when 
500,000 
acres burned.” 
Smoking is now permitted 
only in occupied camps, 
places of habitation and 
posted areas. 
Smoking is 
prohibited while traveling 
by foot or horseback, or in 
vehicles when roads are 
posted against such use.

About a year ago, editor and writer James F. Fixx de­ 
cided to conduct an unusual opinion poll among clergy­ 
men in the United States. The question was simple, yet 
basic: How did clergymen look at the people in their 
parish? We have had reams of material on the attitudes 
and activities of the men of the cloth. Why not turn the 
tables and ask: How do you, as pastor and preacher, see 
your people within a church of so much change and un­ 
certainty? What are the realities of church life in 20th- 
century America? Where is the weakness and the 
strength of the Protestant community today? 
The findings of the Fixx survey are published in the 
May issue of Christian Herald, representing a broad na­ 
tional sampling from a list of more than 100,000 
churches and touching all denominations and geographic 
sections in the land. Aside from a mail poll, Fixx held 
in-depth interviews with pastors and his findings are 
helpful in understanding the mood of parish and pastor: 
1—Churchgoing is significantly less important in peo­ 
ple’s lives today than it once was. More than 80 per cent 
of the respondents said that “because of the pace and 
intensity of contemporary life, the people they serve are 
less closely involved in the church and less dependent on 
what it provides.” Some confessed a feeling of growing 
professional irrelevance, with psychiatrists and psychiat­ 
ric social workers taking over some of the functions that 
formally belonged to the pastor. 
2—The church is most influential with older people, 
least influential with those under 25. Of those polled, 46 
per cent said the church meant a lot to those over 45, but 
“a mere 8 per cent feel it is most important to those 
under 25.” 
Several clergymen across the country argued that this 
doesn’t mean that young people today are any less reli­ 
gious. “They simply aren’t oriented to the institutional 
church,” said one 45-year-old pastor. “But they are, I 
think, substantially more religiously concerned than the 
two previous generations. Their whole outlook is in 
terms of values and persons. The problem is that the in­ 
stitutional church has become so identified with the 
status-quo that in their eyes it’s simply not where the 
real problems are.” 
3—There was the usual stress between what the pas­ 
tor wanted to do with his time and what his congregation 
thought he ought to do with his hourly pursuits. Most 
clergymen pleaded for more time and study and more 
community involvement. At the other end of the scale, 
church members wanted more effort in calling and coun­ 
seling and a high priority of parish interests that fre­ 
quently ignored the community. 
4—A fourth of the ministers think their congregations 
are not aware of a minister’s need for an adequate sal­ 
ary. Said Fixx on the mood of the respondents: “Here 
was one place in the poll that more than a trace of bitter­ 
ness revealed itself.” A pastor in the Midwest observed, 
“There are guys who would go under if their wives 
didn’t work.”

Dear Dr. L am b—H e r e 
are some questions I’d like 
to ask. Can a woman get 
pregnant again before her 
first period? My daughter is 
16 months old. Is this a good 
time to try and potty train 
her? I have trouble losing 
my hair, when I brush it in 
the m o r n i n g I get half a 
headful in my brush. This 
didn’t start until I had my 
last baby four months ago. 
What can I do? 


Dear R e a d e r —You cer­ 
tainly can get p r e j g n a n t 
again before your first pe­ 
riod and nursing the baby 
won’t keep you from getting 
pregnant again, either. 
Toilet training is more im­ 
portant than most parents 
realize. It has a serious im­ 
pact on the child’s emotional 
development. It is best not 
to start too early and not to 
expect too much. Few chil­ 
dren are r e a d y for toilet 
training b e f o r e age two, 
s o me later. The best ap­ 
proach is to let the child 
show you when he is ready, 
then with a little guidance 
he will make the change. 
You can help by making 
suggestions at frequent in­ 
tervals or before the child 
goes out to play. 
Above all, be r e l a x e d 
about it and treat it for what 
it is, just another normal 
function of the body. This 
may prevent the child from 
developing an excess shame 
of his body or excess timid­ 
ity. 


Some women tend to lose 
hair after a pregnancy. This 
only lasts a few months. In 
the meantime, don’t do too 
much. Use a soft b r u s h , 
don’t brush too often, avoid 
tints, bleaches, excess sham­ 
poos and hair styles that 
pull the hair. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Can you 
tell me if it is possible for a 
man to father a child after 
having a vasectomy a year 
and a half before? What are 
the odds? 


Dear Reader—It is pretty 
odd. A vasectomy cuts the 
small tube that provides a 
passageway for the sperm 
cells from the testicles. It 
does not interfere with the 
normal functions of the tes­ 
ticles, however. 
Immediately after a vasec­ 
tomy, t h e r e may still be 
some cells stored in the tract 
that will flow out with the 
other fluid. But expecting to 
still find sperm cells in stor­ 
age a year and a half later is 
e x p e c t i n g a great deal. 
Rarely, a vasectomy is not 
successful or the cut ends of 
the little tubes may reunite, 
but t h a t is exceptionally 
rare.

Life Indian style 


(ED ITO R S NOTE. The 
life of the Chumash Indian, 
as seen through the eyes of 
Clarence 
‘ Pop’’ 
Ruth 
is 
presented here. Ruth is the 
author of several accounts 
on the subject. >

Scalpers, bloodthirsty and 
savage, roamed the county. 
Their 
war 
cries 
echoed 
throughout the arrovos of 
the Lompoc Valley, th is is 
the image that many people 
must have when they hear 
of 
the 
local 
Chum ash 
Indians. They lived quite 
differently, however, as a 
local man tells the story. 
Clarence “ Pop' Ruth is a 
l o n g - t i m e 
r e s i d e n t 
of 
Lompoc and an authority on 
the Chumash Indians. From 
an interview with him I will 
reconstruct a “ typical day" 
at an Indian village. 


They wake up with the sun 
and perhaps start with a 
breakfast of berries, seeds, 
and 
gruel 
m ade 
from 
freshly ground acorn flour 
The meal is leisurely, for 
there is no schedule to keep 
They work when they need 
food or the other things of 
life and rest when these 
needs are filled 
Their needs are few The 
men wear no clothes, except 
when the weather demands 
it, and the women wear only 
grass skirts. Their food is 
all around them. The ocean 
provides the bulk of their 
diet. The kitchen midden 
the 
place 
where 
they 
dispose of their garbage 
is lull ot the shells of the 
abalone and clam. These 
shellfish are plentitul and 
can be harvested from the 
local beaches. 
The 
women 
probably 
spend 
their 
morning 
gathering the berries, seeds 
and acorns. They then grind 
the acorn nuts into a pulp by 
using a m ortar and bowi 
This pulp is then washed and 
strained through a woven 
basket to rid it ot the bitter 
taste. The final result is a 
palatable flour. 
The men go fishing. For 
small 
tish 
they 
use 
the 
baskets 
that 
the 
women 
make out ot reeds and seal 
with a layer ot asphaltum 
They cast the bait on the 
water to draw the schools of 
fish, then sweep the baskets 
t h r o u g h 
t h e 
h o a r d s , 
trapping them When larger 
fish like salmon art* needed, 
harpoons are used 


Some of the men spend 
tim e 
working 
on 
their 
c a n o e s . 
T h e s e 
a r e 
constructed of rough hewn 
planks. Holes are bored in 
the 
wood 
and 
they 
are 
lashed together with thongs. 
The boat is then caulked 
with asphaltum to make it 
watertight and painted with 
bright colors. 
While the men are busy, 
the women are weaving arid 
chipping 
away 
at 
the 
boulders that will become 
bowls. They are taking care 
of 
th e 
c h i l d r e n 
and 
preparing the meals. For 
enjoyment 
they 
“ throw 
dice", walnut shells filed 
with asphaltum and pieces 
ot abalone shell, and they 
will bet anything. 
The men have a version of 
the 
modern 
sauna 
bath. 
T h e y 
ar e 
c a l l e d 
sweathouses and are a part 
of daily life. Steam is not 
used, only the heat of the 
fire and smoke fill the air. 
Bone scrapers are used to 
wipe off the sweat as the 
men sit inside, talking and 
smoking their pipes. After 
they are through 
in the 
sweathouse they run down 
to the beach and plunge in 
the icy water. 
The day ends with the 
evening 
m eal 
and 
the 
setting sun 
There will be 
some dancing and singing 
after a day full of things to 
do.

Reluctant Van Dyke returns

HOLLYWOOD—(N E A)— 
They’re all coming back to 
TV, the ones who left it to 
become big movie stars and 
never really m ade it. 
Maybe their timing was 
bad — it’s hard to become a 
big m o v i e star when the 
movie business is collapsing 
—or m aybe they never would 
have m ade it anyhow. W hat­ 
ever it is, here they come— 
Jam es G arner and David 
Janssen and Dick Van Dyke 
and m any more. 
You can’t really blam e 
them and you can’t blam e 
TV for wanting them back. 
They have great track rec­ 
ords on the home screen, and 
m aybe they can do it again. 
If any one of them has a 
leadpipe cinch, it’s probably 
Van Dyke. Nothing is sure 
in TV, but Dick has some­ 
thing going for him, a se­ 
cret weapon. His nam e is 
Carl Reiner. 
Reiner is one of those guys 
who can do anything—he’s 
w ritten books and plays and 
comedy 
records, 
directed 
movies and TV, produced 
movies and TV, acted in 
movies and TV. The only 
thing he hasn’t done is play 
shortstop for the Dodgers, 
and the only reason he didn’t 
do that is he never could go 
to his right. 
It was Reiner who created, 
wrote and directed most of 
the first D i c k Van Dyke 
Show. That one could have 
gone on forever, only Dick 
wanted to quit. He wanted 
to be a big movie star for 
awhile, and then retire to 
his Arizona ranch. 
Well, 
he 
m a d e 
some 
movies but — e x c e p t for 
"M ary Poppins” — t h e y 
didn’t do as well as people 
expected. He w asn’t the au­ 
tom atic box office name in 
movie theaters that he — 
and others — believed he 
would be. 
But he did go live in Ari­ 
zona. And the networks kept 
trying to lure him back to 
TV. He said no. He doesn’t 
like Los Angeles living. He 
had enough to live on, he 
made an occasional film, he 
was content. He said he was 
going to retire in ’72. 
“He’ll never retire,” Rei­ 
ner says. ‘‘He has to work.” 
One day, Van Dyke drove 
through a town called C are­ 
free, outside Phoenix, and 
saw a beautiful new movie 
studio. It was put up by John 
Wayne’s old stunt-man, Fred 
G raham , and it has only 
been used once, for a Bill 
Cosby movie. 
‘‘If I could do a series 
here,” Van Dyke said, “ I’d 
do it.” 
He called Reiner and Rei­ 
ner said. sure, why not? Van 
Dyke asked him if he had an 
idea for a series and Reiner 
said yes, although he didn’t, 
but he had plenty of time 
and great confidence in his 


brain cells. 
There was really no prob­ 
lem in creating a character 
for Dick to play—he’ll be a 
TV talk show host who lives

in Phoenix—and no problem 
selling the show. CBS bought 
it, ordered 24 even before 
they sold it to a sponsor. By 
the tim e the show prem ieres, 
next Septem ber, all 24 will 
have been shot. 


One big problem was get­ 
ting a wife to play opposite 
Dick. Reiner wanted some­ 
one who would not rem ind 
the public of Mary Tyler 
Moore, his old TV wife. He 


picked Hope Lange, blond 
where Mary is brunette, a 
straight actress where Mary 
is kooky, an entirely differ­ 
ent type. 
Another problem. 
C a r l 
named the wife Amy — it’s 
short and easy to type—but 
Hope didn’t like the nam e 
Amy. She w a n t e d to be 
Jenny. Carl shrugged, flexed 
his t y p i n g fingers, and 
called her Jenny. 


TV is not a step back down 
from movies. He’s still going 
to do films — his “ W here’s 
Poppa?” is doing well in the 
cities, though not so hot in 
the rural sections—and says, 
as far as he knows, there is 
no movie slump. 
“I don’t know if there’s a 
slump or not,” he says. “ I 
haven’t been turned down on 
anything I’ve subm itted, so 
I can’t tell.”
